BY THE PRESIDENT. 
ADDRESS OF THE DAY. 

At the conciusion of President Fran- 
ss address, terrific cheers broke forth 
to greet President Roosevelt, whose 
dedication address was as follows: 

Mr. President, Ladies, and Gentle- 

en: At the outset of my address 
et me recall to the minds of my hear- 
‘rs that the soll upon which we stand, 
vefore it was ours, was succersively 
the possession of two mighty em- 
Pires, Spain and France, whose sons 
nade a deathless record of heroism in 
the early annais of the New World. 
No history of the Western country can 
be written without paying heed to ihe 
wonderful part played therein in the 
carly days by the soldiers, mission- 
iries, explorers and traders, who did 
their work for the honor of the proud 
banners of France and Castile. 

While the settlers of English-speak- 
ing stock. and those of Dutch, Ger- 
nan and Scandinavian origin who were 
issociated with them, were still cling- 
ing close to the eastern seaboard, the 
nioneers of Spain and of France had 
penetrated deep into the hitherto un- 
known wilderness of the Wet and had 
‘wandered far and wide within thé 
boundaries of what is now our mighty 
country. The very cities themselves— 
St. Louis, New Orleans. Santa Fé. New 
/Mexico—benf withess by their titles to 
the natidbnalities of their founders. It 
Was not une the Revolution hed be- 
zun that the English-speaking settters 
pushed west across the Alleghenies, 
and net until a century ago that they 
entered in to possess the land upon 
which we now stand. 

We have met here today to commem- 
ovate the hundredth anniversary of 
: event which more than any other. 
after the foundation of the government 
and always excepting its preservation, 
determined the character of our na- 
tional life—determined that we should 
be a great expanding nation instead 
of relatively a small and stationary 
one. 

Of course. it was not with the Lonu- 
sang Purchase that our career of ex- 
pansion began. In the middie of the 
Revolutionary War, the Illinois region, 
‘including the present States of Tllinols 
and Indiana, was added to our domain 
by foree of arms. as a sequel to the 
adventurous expedition of George Rog- 
egs Clarke and his frontier riflemen. 
Later, the treaties of Jay and Pinck- 
ney materially extended our real boun- 
daries to the west. Rut none of these 
events was of so striking a character 
ne to fix the popular imagination. The 
old thirteen colonies had always 
claimed that their righte stretched 
westward to the Mississippi, and vague 
and unreal though these claims were 
until made good by conquest. settle- 
ment, and diplomacy, they still served 
to give the Impression that the enrlieet | 
westward movements of our people 
were little more than the filling m of 
atrerdv-existine national boundaries, 

Rut there could be no tilusion about 
the acquisition of the vast territory 
hevend the Miseiss!ppi. stretching 
westward to the Pacific, which in that 
day was known as Louisiana. This 
immense region was admittediv the 
territory of a foreign power, of a Ku- 
rerean kingdom. None of our people 
had ever laid claim to a foot of it. 
Its aequisition could fn no sense he 
trented as rounding out any existing 
claims. When we acquired it, we 
mede evident once for all that con- 
ectously and of set purpose we had em- 
barkéd on a career of expansion, that 
we had taken our place amone a4 


daring and hardy nations who riek 
much with the hope and desire of win- 
nine high position among the great 
powers of the earth. As is so often the 
ease in nature, the law of development 
of Heine organiziam showed itself 
in ite actual workings to be wiser than 
the wisdom of the 
WORK OF EXPANSION. 

This work of expansion was by far 
the greatest work of our people dur- 
ing the years that intervened between 
the adoption of the Constitution and 
the outbreak of the Civil War. There 
were other questions of real moment 
and importance, and there were many 
which at the time seemed such to 
those engaged in answering them: but 
the greatest feat of our forefathers of 
those generations was the deed of the 
men who, with pack train or wagon 
train, on horseback, on foot, or by 
boat upon the waters, pushed the fron- 
tler ever westward across the conti- 
nent. 

Never before had the world seen the 
kind of national expansion which gave 
our people all that part of the Ameri- 
can continent lying west of the thir- 
teen original States; the greatest 
landmark in which was the Louisiana 
Purchase. Our triumph in this pro- 
cess of expansion was indissolubly 
bound up with the success of our pe- 
culler kind of Federal government: and 
this success has been 80 complete that 
because of its very -completencrses we 
now sometimes fall to apprectate not 
Amy the all-importance, but the tre- 
memious difficulty of the problem with 
which our nation was originally faced. 

When our forefathers joined to call 
into being this nation, they undertook 
a task for which there was but little 
encouraging precedent. develop- 
ment of civiligation from the earliest 


take ig every 


had always proved exceedingly difficult 
to secure both freedom and strength in 
any government; and in the second 
‘place, it had always proved well-nigh 
impossible for a nation to expand with- 
out either breaking i or becoming a 
centralized tyranny. fith the success 
of our effort to combine a strong and 
efficient national union, able to put 
down disorder at home and to main- 
tain our honor and interest abroad, I 


have not now to deal. This success was 
signal and all-impertant, but it was 
by no means unprecedented in the 


same sense that our type of expansion 
was unprecedented. The history of 
Rome and of Greece ſustrates very 
well the two types of expansion which 
had taken place in ancient time and 
which had been univérsally accepted as 
the only possiBle types up to the pe- 
ried when as a nation Wwe ourselves 
began to take possession of this con- 
tinent. 

The Greclan States performed re. 
markable feats of colonization, but 
each colony as soon as created became 
entirely independent of the mother 
State, and in after vears was almost 
as apt to prove its enemy as its 
friend. tWLocal @elf-government, 
independence, was secured. but o ly 
by the absolute sacrifice of anything 
resembling national unity. in con- 
sequence, the Greek world, for all its 
wonderful brilliancy and the extraor- 
dliinaty artistic, and philosop 
ical velopment which has made a! 
mankind {ts debtors for the ages, was 
yet wholly unable to withstand a for- 
midadle foreign foe, save spasmodics1- 
ly. As soon as powerfu!, permanent 
empires arose on its outskirts, the 
Greek States in the neighborhood of 
such empires fell under their sway. 
National power and greatness were 
completely sacrificed to local liberty. 

With Rome, the exact opposite ob- 
curred. The Imperial City rose ta ab- 
solute dominion over all the peoples of 
Italy, and then expanded her rule over 
the entire civilised world by a proc- 
ess which kept the nation strong and 
united. but gave no room whatever for 
lecal liberty and self-government. Al! 
ether cities and countries were sub- 
ject to Ro In consequence, this 
great and masterful race of warriors, 
rulers, road-bullders and administra- 
tors stamped their indelible impress 


vet let an ovér-centralization eat out 
the vitals of their-empire until it be- 
came an empty shell; so that when 
the barbarians came they destroyed 
only what had already become worth- 
less to the world. 

THE AMERICAN MODEL..! 

The underlying viciousness of each 
type of expansion was plain enough 
and the remedy now seems simple 
mi herr But When the fathers of the 

ublic first formulated the Constitu- 
tion under which we live this remedy 
was untried and no one could foretell 
how it would work. They themselves 
began the experiment almost immedi- 
ately by adding new States io the 
original thirteen. Excellent people in the 
East viewed this initial expansion of 
the country with great alarm. Exactly 
as during the colonial period many 
good people in the mother country 
thought ft hiehly important that set- 
tlers should be kept out of the Ohio 
Valley in the interest of the fur com- 
panies, so after we had become a na- 
tion many good people on the Atlantie 
Coast felt grave apprehension lest 
they might somehow be hurt by the 
westward growth of the nation. | 

Tiese good people shook their heads 
over the formation of Statés in the fer- 
tile Ohio Valley, which now forms part 
of t heart of ovr nation: and 
they declared that the destriic- 
tion of the republic had been ge- 
complished when, through the Loulsi- 
ana Purchase, we acquired neariy half 
of what is now that same republic's 
present territory. Nor was their fee!- 
ing unnatural. Only the adventurous 
and the far-secing can be expected 
heartily to welcome the of ex- 
pansion, for the nation that expands 
is a nation which is entering upon a 
great careert and with greatness there 
must of necessity come pertis which 
daunt all save the most stout hearted, 

We expanded by carving the wilder- 
ness into Territories, and out of these 
Territories building new States, when 
once they had received as permanent 
ecttlers a sufficient number of our own 
people. Being a practical nation, we 
have never tried to force on any sec- 
tion of our new territory an unsult- 
able form of government merely be- 
cause lt was suitable for another sec- 
tion under different conditions. Of the 
territory covered by the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, a portion was given Statehood 
within a few years. Another portion 
has not been admitted to Statehood, 
although a century has elapsed—al- 
though doubtless it soon will be. In 
each case, we sho the practical 
governmental genius of our race by de- 
vising methods suitable to meet the 
actual existing needs: not by insisting 
upon the application of some abetract 
shibboleth to all our new possessions 
allke, no matter how incongruous this 
application might sometimes be. 

Over by far the major part of the 
territory, however, our people spread 
in such numbers during the course of 
the nineteenth century that we were 
able to ulld up State after State, each 
with exactly the same complete local 
independence in all matters affecting 
purely its oon domestic interests as in 
any of the original thirteen States 
each owing the same absolute fealfy | 
to the Union of all the States hn 
each of the original thirteen States 
alxo owese—and finally each having the 
same proportional right to its share 
in; shaping and directing the common 
policy of the Union which is pos- 
sessed by any other State, whether 
of the original thirteen or not. 

This process now seems to us part 
of the natural order of things, but it 
wag, Wholly unknown unt our own 
pech devised it. It seems to us a 
mere matter of course, a matter of 
elementary right and justice, that in 
the deliberations of the national repre- 
sentative bodies the representatives of 
a State which came into the Union 
but yerterday stand on a footing of 
act and entiré equality with those of 
the cammonwearlths whose sons once 
Signed the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. Rut this way of looking at the 
matter is purely modern, and in its 
origin purely American. When Wash- 
ington during his Presidency saw new 
States come into the Union on a foot- 
ing of complete equality with the old, 

Surepean nation which had col- 
oniea stin administered them as de- 
pendencies, and every other mother- 
country treated fhe coloniat not as a 
self-governing equal, but a8 a subject. 

The process which we began has 
since been followed by all the great

exceptional; it was unkonwn. 


HISTORIC SIGNIFICANCE. 


This, then, is the great historic sig- 
nificance of the movement of conti- 
mental expansion in which the Louis- 
lana Purchase was the most striking 
single achievement. It stands out in 
marked relief, even amang the feats 
of a nation of pioneers, a nation whose 
people have from the beginning been 
picked out by a process of naturel se- 
lection from among jhe most enter- 
rising individuals of the nations of 

festern Europe. The acquisition of 
the territory is a credit to the broad 
and far-sighted statesmanship ot the 
great statesmen to whom it was imme- 
diately due, and above all to the ag- 
gressive and masterful charecter of the 
hardy pionecr folk to Whose restiess 
energy these statesmen gave expression 
and direction. whom they followed 
rather than led. 

. The history of the land comprised 
within the limits of the purchase 18 
an epitome of the entire history of our 
people. Within these limits we have 
eradually “built. up State after Stata, 
until now they many times over sur- 
pass in wealth, in population and in 
many-sided development, the original 
thirteen States as they were when 


their delegates met in the Continental 


Congress. 

The people of these States have 
shown themselves mighty in war with 
their fellow-man, and mighty in 
strength to tame the rugged wilder- 
ness. They could not thus have con- 
quired the forest and the prairie, the 
mountain and the desert,- had they not 
possessed the great fighting virtues, 
the qualities which enable a people to 
overcome the forces of hostile men and 
hostile nature. On the other hand, they 
could not have used aright thelr con- 
quest had they not, in addition, pos- 
seesed the qualities of self-mastery and 
self-restraint, the power of acting in 
combination with their fellows, the 
power of yieldipg obedience to the law 
and of building’ up an orderly civiliza- 
tion. Courage and hardihood are in- 
dispensable virtues in a people: but the 
peopie which possesses n> others can 
never rise high in the scale efther of 
power or of culture. Great peoples 
must have in addition the governmen- 
tal capacity which comes only when 
individuals fully recognize their du- 
ties to one another and to the whole 
body politic, and are able to join to- 
gether in feats of constructive states 
manship and of ‘honest and effective 
administration. 

The old pioneer days’ are gone, with 
their roughriess and their thardshin, 
their incredibie and their wild, 
half-savage romance. But the need for 
the pioneer virtues rymains the same 
as ever. The peculiar frontier condi- 
tions have vanished: but the manliness 
and stalWart harditond of the fron- 
tleremen can be given even freer scone 


undér the conditions surrounding the 
complex industrialism of the present 
day. In this great region acquired for 
our people under the ee ot 
Jefferson, this region atretching from 
the Gulf to the Canadian border. from 
the Mississippi to the Rockies, the ma- 
terial and social progress has been 
so vast that alike for weal and for 
woe its people now share the oppor- 
tunities and bear the burdens common 
to the entire civilized world. 
problems before ys are fundamentally 
the same east and west of the Mis- 
sissipp!., in the new States and in the 
old, and exactly the same qualities 
are required for their successful s0- 
tution, 

We meet here today to commemorate 
a great event, an event which marks 
an era in statesmanship no less than 
in pioneering. it is fitting that we 
should pay our homage in words; but 
we must In honor make our words good 
by deeds. We have every right to take 
a just pride in the great deeds of our 
forefathers: but e show ourselves 
unworthy to be their descendants if 
we make what they did an excuse for 
our lying supine instead of an -in- 
centive to the effort to show ourselves 
by our acts worthy of them. In the 
administration of city, State and na- 
tion, in the management of our home 
life and the conduct of our business 
and social relations, we are bound to 
show certain and — 
of character under naity o 
the heart civiligation 
eaten out while the body stil lives. 

We justly pride ourselves on our 
~arvelous materia! prosperity, and 
ieh prosperity. must exist in order 
o establieh a foundation u which 
a higher ite can be bullt: but unless 
we doin very fact build this higher life 
thereon, the material prosperitv itself 
will go for but very Nittle. Now. in 
1992, in the altered conditions, we must 
meet the changed and changing prob- 
lema with the spirit shown by the men 
who in 1863 and tn the subsequent years 
gained, explored, conquered and set- 
tled this vast territory, then a desert, 
row filled with thriving and populpus 
States. 

The old days were great because the 
men who lived in them had mighty 
avalities: and we must make the new 
days great by showing these same 
qualities. We must insist upon cour- 
age and resolution, upon hardthood, 
tenacity and fertility in resource: we 
must insist upon the strong, virile 
virtues and de must insist neo less 
upon the virtues of self-restraint. set. 
mastery, regard for the richts of oth- 
ers: we must show our abhorrence of 
cruelty. brutality and corruption, in 
public and in private life alike. If 
we come short in any of these qual- 
ities we shall méasurabiy fall: and ff, 
as 1 helieve we surely shall. we de- 
velop these qualities tn the future to 
an even greater derree than * the 
Dust, then tn the century now bevrin-

UNDER DEBRIS.

FRANK (N. W. T.) April 30.—The 
@isaster at Frank yesterday wes * 
huge landslide. There was no explo- 
sion whatever. The avalanche was of 
euch large dimensions that the cloud of 
dust was taken for smoke, and the 
miner slips were taken for inside ex- 
plosions. The whole east end of the 
mountain extending from the tipple 
eastward has gone out. It was 4400 
feet high, and slid across the entire 
valley, blocking the track to the 

ch mine. 

tooth is about forty feet higher 
than the Canadian Pacific railway 
track, and is digtant about three quar- 
ters of a mile from the mine entrance, 
The slide extends from a point about 
200 feet east of Frank station, to a 
point one and a half miles east. The 
track is covered with rock ranging in 
size from a pebble to high rocks the 
size of a railroad car. The Canadian 
Pacific Railway is arranging to cut 
a waterway through where the river 
is biocked up in order to avoid dan- 
ger of a flood.

ing side of the mountain should not 
come down, in which case there will be 
abssluteiy nothing left of the country 
east of Blairrore. 

Many small ledges of rock continue 
to come down from the mountain, and 
ft is a hard matter to get men to 
work for fear of a second catastrophe.

Those in the mine were safer than 
those outside of it. The inside work 
ings are intact, and no explosion or 
rien of gas was felt by the entombed 

„men until late in the afternoon. They 
worked their way out through thirty 
feet of rock. timbering as they went. 
Pienty of air is now going into the 
mines. and large gangs of men are at 
v ork rushing through the rebuilding of 
the railway and telegraph lines. 

The scene of this awful catastrophe 
was originally one of the most pic- 
turesque valievs in Canada. Through 
its center ran the Old Man (ver. which 
has it® source on the eastern slope. of 
the Crows Nest Pass. The total width 


of this valley was a little over a 
mile, and it was bounded en the south- 
ern side by Turtle Mountain, a sheer 


wall of rock which rose to a height 
of 3500 feet above the level of the 


town. The town of Frank lay in the 
peaceful valley, now a scene of desola- 
tion and c „ which was bounded 


on the other/side by a range of foot- 
hills of the mountains. The Old Man 
River. which flowed through the val- 
ley. followed the side of Turtle Moun- 
tain. close up against the foot of 
Which the town of Frank was bullt.

SECRETS 
TOLD PRISONER. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


EW YORK, April 30.—[{Exclusive 
N Dispaten. A member of the Mafia 

band, which is suspected of having 
committed the “barrel murder,” has 
confessed. He has laid bare to the Dis- 
trict Attorney every secret of the or- 
ganization which is known to him. He 
has told not only of the work of the 
members in this city. but in various 
branches of the order all over the 
United States. 

As to the murder of Madonia, he had 
no light to shed except as Ao the mo- 
tive, for he does not know the facts, 
but he has given details of another 
murder which was committed in New 
Orleans for almost the same reason 
which led to the killing of Benedetto 
Madonia in this city. 

Joseph Dampino isthe confessor. He 
is the brothercin-law of Madonia, 
through whom the identification of the 
murdered man was first fixed, and who 
gave the police their first clewSas to 
the motive which led Madonia's fellow- 
countrymen to kill him. 

Dampino, who was a member of the 
gang, and was sentenced to Sing Sing 
for four years for counterfeiting, tells 
now that he has been wronged by men 
whom he once served. He was brought 
te New York from Sing Sing yester- 
day, and was committed to the Tombs 


for three days. Later in the day he was 
taken to the office of the Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney. The prosecutor and the 
criminal Were together for four hours. 
Though an interpreter, Garvan ques- 


tioned the man and made him lay bare 


every secret of his life since he came to 
America, 

Garvan is keeping the details of the 
confession secret; but it was said that it 
contains most damaging evidence 
against the members of the Mafia gang. 
and includes details of a murder in New 
Orleans similar to the Madonia trag- 
ody. The New Orleans victim was a 
passer of counterefeit money. He was 
accused by the gang whose headquar- 
ters is here, of having falsified his re- 
turns. He denied it, and after some 
time became ugly. He was warned 
that he had better be careful, but he 
defied the order, and one day his dead 
body was found in the street. No one 
was ever prosecuted for the crime. 
Dampino also told of the work of 
branches of the order in Chicago, Troy, 
San Francisco, Pittsburgh and other 
cities. All this related mostly to the 
plans of thé gang for floating thous- 
ands of dollars worth of counterfeit 
money which they turned out annu- 
ally, despite the efforts of secret-sery- 
ice agents, 


STEAM NOT IN Ir 


ELECTRICITY. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO TH THuxs. 


EW TORK. April 30.—{Exclusive 

Dispatch.} General interest, both 

of railroad men and the public, was 
attracted to the article by Cornelius 
Vanderbilt appearing in the December 
number of the North American Review 
upon the availability of electricity as 
a motive power for trunk lines. Van- 
derbilt concluded that the change from 
steam to electricity is possible from 
an engineering standpoint, but not yet 
from the financial point of view. In 
this conclusion he is disputed by C. I. 
Demuralt, the famous Swiss electrical 


engineer. 


Demuralt has taken a prominent part 
in the development of electric traction 
of Swiss railways. He is 4 strong be- 
Hever in the advantages presented by 
high-tension alternating currents for 
such purposes, and during his recent 
visits to this country he carefully #tud- 
ied American questions. In discussing 
the power problem he adheres to the 
five points raised by Vanderbilt for 
purposes of comparison between the 


two systems: First, cost of unit 
amount of fuel; second, amount of 
useful work realized from this fuel 
at driving wheels; third, cost of con- 
ducting transportation’ or handling 
trains; fourth, cost of repairs to ma- 
chinery; fifth, cost of repairs to road- 
way. 

M. Demurait allows that it would not 
do to imagine that a complete trunk- 
line system of several thousand miles 
of road could be converted from steam 
to electric traction all at once. Yet 
there is no reason Whatever why elec- 
tricity should not be adopted immedi- 
ately on those sections of road where 
saving is most apparent, instead of 
spending each year large amounts for 
additional steam engines, as has to be 
done at present. These amounts could 
be used for gradually acquiring all nec- 
essary electric locomotives, and, in the 
mean time, the steam locomotives thus 
rendered superfluous on sections oper- 
ated electrically could be used to com- 


plete the roiling stock of sections stil 
employing steam.

OMAHA (Neb.) April 30.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Labor Temple was the 
scene tonight of a dozen animated 
gatherings of labor organizations, each 
of which voted to strike Friday, if the 
employers do not sign the new scales, 
recognize the unions, and recede from 
their stand that there shall be no sym- 
pathetic strikes. The strikes are 
scheduled for the noon hour, in most 
instances, but may come earlier. The 
employers, who are members of the 
Business Men's Association, met at 
the Commercial Club, and decided not 
to make any concessions that would 
tend to recognize union organizations. 
Many of the employers are willing to 
raise the wages of their employés as 
individuals, but the employés will not 
accept an advance unless the unions 
ate recognized. At some of the union 
meetings inflammatory speeches were 
made and the lawe defied. 

The chances are that over 3000 men 
and women will go out tomorrow, and 
others follow later. 

Ih: teamsters and waiters are do- 
ing more to bring on the strike than 
all other organizations. As a result of 
the waitera’ notice that they would go 
out Friday noon, the “One Minute,” 
tne largest restaurant in the city, ac- 
commodating over 2000 patrons a day, 
tonigit closed its Proprietor 
Halpine giving as his reason that he 
wanted to make needed improvements, 
The Calumet, another large restaurant, 
will not open Friday morning. These 
two places employ 300 al cooks 
and helpers. Only union help has been 
emploved, and the only dispute was 
over further recognition of the union, 
the proprietors offering to pay the new 
scale, but = they will no longer 
have their help dictate how they shall 
run their business. 

Five small restaurants signed up 
late tonight, and wiil be opened tomor- 
row. They are cheap concerns, and 
will do little toward feeding the eight 
thousand men who generally take 
lunch downtown. 

Cudahy, Swift, Armour and the 
Omaha Packing Company learned that 
their teamsters had agreed to strike 
May 1, and tonight paid them al! off 
and discharged them. The wagons 
were run in the barns, and the horses 
turned into the feed lots. Manager 
Howe of the Armour Company stated 
that the packers would not resume de- 
livering fresh meat to the retailers, 
but would require them to come after 
it. This action throws 150 teamsters 
permanently out of employment. 

E. E. Howell, coal dealer and Demo- 
cratic candidate for Mayor; the Omaha 
Van and Storage Company: W. R. 
Bennett, department store, and David 
Taibot, ice man, are the only firms in 
the city which have signed up with 
the teamsters. 

An attempt is making to get the 
street-car men to strike, but there is 
little chance of it at this time. At a 
meeting of the union tonight the strike 
proposition was voted! down. 


STRIKERS FAIL. 
CANNOT PERSUADE OTHERS.

CHICAGO, April 30.—Effective pick- 

eting headed off an alleged effort on 
the part ef the management of the 
Deering Harvester Works to introduce 
nearly 150 workmen into the twine 
department of the plant just after dawn 
today. When the men appeared before 
5 o'clock prepared to go to work they 
were met by a delegation of strikers 
and turned away. 

Efforts of the strikers are now being 
directed toward bringing about sim- 
ilar conditions at other branches of the 
International Harvestor Company 
The McCormick and Piano plants. 

Ajithough surrounded by pickets, the 
McCormick plant was in full operation 
today. “Every wheel is turning and 
we have no fear of the girls going 
out,” said Sup't Wood of the twine 
mill. ‘They are satisfied.”

Verdict Reached that Bullets from 
McKinney's Accomplice Killed Officers 
Packard and Tibbet—Prisomer No: 
Disturbed by the Verdict.

BAKERSFIELD, April 30.—By its 
verdict rendered at 4:10 o'clock this 
afternoon the coroner's jury held Al 
Hulse responsible for the murder of 
officers Packard and Tibbet in the bat- 
tle at the jess house where outlaw 
Jim McKinney lost his life. Hulse was 
not present when the verdict was ren- 
dered, having declined to appear at the 
afternoon session, but he read the ac- 
count in the papers in his cell after- 
wards, and declared he had nothing to 
say and did not seem disturbed by the 
verdict. 

Hulse was present at the morning ses. 
sion and was brought into court hand- 
cuffed and guarded by Under Sheriff 
Baker. He occupied a seat just out- 
side the railing and placed his hat 
earefully over his wrists to conceal 
the bracelets. Jennie Fox was also 
brought to court under guard of Dep- 
uly Sheriff Tower. The hall was 
packed with witnesses and interested 
spectators. There was no demonstra- 
tion when ithe prisoner entered. 

Sheriff Kelly was the first witness 
and told of the organigation of the 
posse of ten men and the surround- 
in of the joss house. City Marshal 
Packard, he said, »rought the first in- 
formation of the presence of the out- 
law in the city, aud he and Tibbet vol- 
unteered to enter the yard and lo- 
cate the outiaw, while the others 
guarded the various entranees -accord- 
ing to a plan outlined by Under Sheriff 
Baker. The Sheriff was on Watch at 
the front of the building. _. 

It seemed about fifteen mintues be- 
fore the shooting began and there were 
about seven or eight shots fired. At- 
tracted by the shooting the Sheriff ran 


to the rear of the building and at the

which our celebration should interpret. 
We are here, at this hour, to dedi- 
cate beautiful and stately edifices to 
the purpose of gur commemoration. 
But as we do this, let us remember 
that the soil whereon we stand was a 
century ago dedicated to the genius 
of American industry and thrift. 
every reason, nothing could be more 
appropriute as an important part of 
the centénnial commemoration we have 
undertaken, than the gathering to- 
gether on this spot of the things that 
are characteristic of American effort, 
and which tell the story of American 
achievement; and how happily will 
this be supplemented and crowned by 
the generous, magnanimous and in, 
structive contributions from other and 
older lands. which, standing side by 
side with our exhibits, shall manifest 
the high and friendly regard our re- 
public has gained among the govern- 
ments of the earth, and shall demon- 
strate how greatly advancing civiliza- 
tion has fostered and stimulated the 
brotherhood of nations. 

I cannot, however, rid myself of the 
feeling that the inspiration and value 
attending such an exposition may be 
ariticipated and increased, if on this 
dedicatory occasion we promote ap- 
propriate reflections by a retrospection 
of some of the incidents which ac- 
companied the event we celebrate. 

We all know that long before the 
negotiations of the treaty of 1803, our 
government had a keen appreciation 
of the importance to American settlers 
in the valley of the Mississippi of an 
arrangement permitting their products 
to be deposited and exported at the 
entrance of that river to the sea. it 
will be remembered that this need of 
our settlers had been met in a limited 
and not altogether secure manner by 
a treaty with Spain, allowing such de- 
posits and export to be made, at the 
city of New Orleans. This privilege 
was entirely withdrawn in October, 
1802, the territory appurtenant to such 
privilege having been in the meantime 
transferred to 8 The situation 

us created was tremely delicate. 

here Was presented to the govern- 

ment, on the one hand, the injury to 
western settlers through the loss of 
their trading outlet, and on the other 
the perplexing question of affording 
them relief by means of diplomatic 
agreement, or in some other method. 
The abandonment of our settlers to 
their disheartening fate was, of course, 
nat contemplated. 

t cannot be denied that the condi- 
tions plainly pointed to cautious and 
deliberate negotiations as the way of 
prudence and safety. It very soon be- 
came apparent, however, that delay 
and too much deliberation did not sult 
the temper and spirit of sturdy Amer- 
jeans chafing under 4 sense of wrong 
and convinced that they wé@re entitled 
to prompt assistance. he inhabitants 
of our territory bounding on the east 
side of the Missiesippi. in a memoria! 
addressed to the President, Senate and 
House of Representatives, der re- 
citing their discouraging condition and 
expressing their faith in the govern- 
ment's disposition to extend the neces- 
sary aid, closed their memorial with 
these significant words: “And so far 
as may depend on ourselves, we tender 
ta our country our lives and fortunes 
in supcert of such measures as Con- 
gress ma deem necessary to vindi- 
ente the donor and protect the inter- 
ests of the United States. The set- 
tlers in the “States west of the Al- 
legheny Mountains” also in a memorial 
to the government clearly indicating 


treme action, declared that prompt 
and decisive, measures were necessary, 
and referred to the maxim that protec- 
tion and-allegiance are reciprocal, as 
being particulariy applicable to their 
situation. They concluded their state- 
ment with these solemn words: “With- 
nut interfering in the measures that 
have been adopted to bring about the 
amicable arrangement of a difference 
which has grown out of the gratuitous 
violation of a solemn treaty, they de- 
sire that the United States may ex- 
plicitly understand that their condition 
is critical; that the delay of a single 
season would be ruinous to their coun- 
try; and that an imperious necessity 
may consequently oblige them, it they 
receive no ald, to adopt themselves. the 
measures that may appear to them 
calculated to protect their commerce, 
even though those measures should 
produce consequences unfavorable to 
the harmony of the Confederacy.” 

These representations emphasized 
the apprehension of those charged 
with governmental affairs, that the 
course of deliberate caution and wait- 
ing, which up to that time had ap- 
peared to be the only one permissible, 
might be Insufficient to meet the sit- 
uation; and that whatever the result 
might be, a more pronounced sition, 
and more urgent action should be en- 
tered upon. President Jefferson wrote 
to a friend on the Ist of February, 
1802: “Our circumstances are 80 im- 
perious as to admit of no delay: as to 
our course, and the use of the Miesis« 
sipp! so indispensable, that we cannot 
hesitate one moment to hazard our ex- 
istence for its maintenance.” He ap- 
pointed an additional envoy to c- 
operate with ou representative al- 
ready at the French capitai, in an at- 
tempt to obtain a concession that 
would cure the difficulty and in a com- 
munication to him, after referring to 
the excitement caused by the with- 
drawal of the right of deposit, he thus 
characterized the condition which 
helleved confronted the nation: “Om 
the event of thie mission depend the 
futuré destinies of this republic. If we 
cannot by 4@ purchase of the country. 
insure to ourselves a course of per- 
petual peace and friendship with all 
nations, then, as war cannot be dis- 
tant, it behooves us immediately to 
be preparing for that 
not hastening it.“ 

I have not recited these details for 
the purpose of claiming that this ace 
celerated speed and advanced position 
on the part of our government had 
any important effect in hastening final 
results. I have thought it not amiss, 
however, to call attention to the fact 
that. a century ago, the people of this 
country were not seeking to gain gov- 
ernmental benefit by clandestine ap- 
proach and cunning pretense, but 
were apt to plain present their 
wants or grievances, and to openly 
demand such consideration and care 
from the general government as was 
their due under the mandate of pop- 
ular rule, and that in making their de- 
mands they relied on the mutual obli- 
gations of the relationship between the 
governed and those invested with au- 
thority, and Invoked the reciprocity in 
Political duty which enjoins that, for 
the people's obedience and support of 
government, there shall be given in 
exchange, hy the government to the 
people, defence of their personal rights 
and the assurance that in safety and 
peace they shall surely reap the fruits 
of their entérprise and labor. It may 
aieo be well to note the efficacy of the 
people's | upon the government in 
thore early days, and how quickly the 

nee came—not by ylelding to 
temporary gusts of popular whim and 
caprice—not by conferring benefits on 
the few at the expense of the many 
but dy a quick observation of the fact 
that the withdrawal of certain right- 
ful privileges by another nation from 
American settlers h caused them 
distress, and by a prompt determina- 
tion to relieve their distress, even if 
the elcome visage of war frowned 
in opposr'tion. 

JEFFERSON'S PERPLEXITY. 
Another incident which It seems to 
me may recall today with profit and 
satisfaction, crew out of the conduct 
of the President when the treaty 
7808 had been formulated and was re- 
turned to him for ratification and final 
completion. He was, as is well known. 


For 


their impatience and readiness for ex-.

originally quite firm in his belief that. 


the Constitation as it stood did not 
authorize such an extension of our 
limits by purchase as the treaty for 


ritory contemplated. Holding this 
opinion and at the same time con- 
fronted with the clear conviction that | 
the treaty, with all its stupendous al- 
vantages, could not be allowed to fail 
without positive peril, if not to our 
national life, at least to its most vital 
object and aspirations, his perplexity 
was increased by the receipt of an au- 
thoritative intimation that any delay 
in final action on the treaty might 
open the way toa recession on the part 
of France. In these circumstances, not 
daring to risk the deiay of an amend- 
ment to the Constitution prior to such 
final action, he proposed reconciling 
consistency with duty by procuring a 
confirmation of the treaty by the Sen- 
ate and compassing its unquestionable 
validation by a subsequent constitu- 
tional amendment. 

In view of the conclusive settlement 
since that time of this constitutional 
question by every branchof the sov- 
ernment against Mr. Jefferson's orig- 
inal opinion and in favor of the na- 
tion’s power to acquire territory, as 
was done under the treaty of 1803, and 
considering the fact that we have 
since that time immensely increased 
our area by the acquisition not only 
of neighboring terrttory, but of dis- 
tant islands of the sea, separated by 
thousands of miles from our home do- 
main, we may be inclined to think 
lightly of President Jefferson's scru- 
ples concerning the acquisition of 
lands, not only next adjacent to us, 
but indispensably necessary to our 
peace and development. 

There were wise men near our Pres- 
ident in 1803, who differed with him 
touching the nation's power to acquire 
new territory under the original pro- 
visions of the Constitution; and these 
men did not fail to make known their 
dissent. Moreover, in the Senate, to 
which the treaty was submitted for 
confirmation, there was an able dis- 
cussion ef its constitutional validity 
and effectiveness. The judgment of 
that body on this ase of the subject 
was emphatically clared, when out 
of thirty-one votes, twenty-four were 
cast in favor of* confirmation. An 
amendment to the Constitution was 
afterward presented to Congress, but 
its first appearance was its last. It 
does not appear that the President in- 


terested himself in its fate, and it 
— at the moment of its introduc- 
on. 

While in this day and generation 


we may wonder at the doubts which so 
perplexed Jefferson in 1803, and at his 
estimate of the limitations of our fun- 
damental law, and may be startled 
when we refiect that if they had been 
allowed to control his action, we might 
have lost the greatest national oppor- 
tunity which has been presented to our 
people since the adoption of the Con- 
stitution, we cannot fail at the same 
time to be profoundly grateful that 
these doubts and this estimate were 
those of a man sincere enough and 
patriotic enough to listen to wise and 
able counsellors and to give his coun- 
try the benefit of his admission of the 
fallibility of his judgment. 

homas Jefferson never furnished 
better evidence of his greatness than 
when, just before the submission of 
the treaty to the Senate, he wrote to 
a distingwished Senator who differed 
with him on this question: “I confess 
that I think it impertant in the present 
case to set an example against broad 
construction, by appealing for new 
power to the people. If, however, our 
friends shall think differently, cer- 
tainly I shall acquiesce with satisfac- 
tlon—confiding that the good sense of 
our country will correct the evil of 
construction when it shall produce ill 
effects.”" 

A recent writer on American diple- 
macy who is not suspected of partial- 
ity for Jeffersonian political doctrine, 
gave in strong and graceful terms a 


good reason for our gratitude today, 
when in referri to this subject, he 
ortunate for the fu- 


wrote: “It was 
ture of America that we had at the 
head of affairs a man of such broad 
views of our country’s future. A less 
able President, with the same views 
entertained by Jefferson as to the con- 
stitutionality of the measure, would 
have put aside the opportunity. Jeffer- 
son put aside his preconceived views 
as to the fundamental law, or subordi- 
nated them to the will of the nation, 
and welcomed the opportunity to open 
up the continent to the expansion of 
American Democracy and free insti- 
tutions.” 

We are glad at this hour that Jef- 
ferson was wrong in his adverse con- 
struction of the Constitution, and giad 
that he was liberal-minded enough to 


see that he might be wrong. And yet 
may we not profitably, pause here, 
long enou to contast in our 
thoughts the careful and reverent 


manner in which the restrictions of 
our fundamental law were scrutinized 
a hundred years ago, with the ten- 
dency often seen in later times to 
fiilppantly attempt the adjustment of 
our Constitution to the purposes of in- 
terest and convenience? 

In conclusion, 1 hope I may be per- 
mitted to suggest that our thoughts 
and surroundings on this occasion 
should lead us to humbie recognition 
of the Providence of God in all that 
has made us a great nation. From 
our beginning as a people our course 
has been marked by occurrences and 
incidents so striking, so significant and 
#0 constant, that only superstitious 
duliness or intellectual blindness will 
place them to the credit of luck or 
chance. 

‘In the midst of our rejoicing today 
it is peculiarly fitting that we recall 
with soberness and meekness some of 
the happenings in connection with the 


celebrate, which im- 
pressively ustrate the interposition 
of Divine Providence in our behalf. 


We sought from a nation ruled by one 
whose ambiiion was boundless and 
whose scheme for aggrandizement 
knew neither the obligations of public 
morality nor the restraints of ood 
faith, the free navigation of the Mis. 
sissippi River and such insignificant 
territory as would make such navica- 
tion useful. While our efforts toward 
the accomplishment of this slight re- 
sult languished and were fast assum- 
ing a hopeless condition, the autocrat 
of France suddenly commanded one of 
his ministers to enter into negotiations 
with our waiting and disspirited repre- 
sentatives and exclamed: I renounce 
Louisiana. It is not only New Orleans 
I cede. It is the whole coiony without 
reserve.” 

It was only nineteen days thereafter 
that the treaty transferring to us the 
magnificent domain comprised within 
the Louisiana Purchase was concluded. 

MOST OPPORTUNE. 

This astonishing change in our pros- 
pects, which dissipated the fears and 
apprehensions of our government and 
revived the promise of our perpetuity 
and happy destiny, came at the very 
moment that Bonaparte was organis- 
ing a force to occupy the Louisiana 
Territory in the prosecution of colonial 
occupation and development, which, if 
consummated, would probably have 
closed the door even to the slight ac- 

uisition which we o nally sought. 

e French colony of nto Domingo 
was, however, a prime factor in this 
echeme of occupation, and it was es- 
sential to its success that this colony 
and Louisiana should both be Included 
and should supplement each other. A 
serious revolt then raging in Santo 
Domingo delaying proceedings, the 
occupation of Louisiana was post- 
poned until this revolt should be over- 
come. 

The troops sent from France to ge 
complith this apparently easy task 
were so stubborniy restrted by hun- 
@reds of thousands of freed blacks, 
fighting Against their retnslavement. 
and they suffered co terrible from c.

Bonaparte's plan for the 
occupation of both colonies miscarried, 
This disappointment, and the concep- 
tion of new schemes of War and con- 
quest by the restless dictator of 
France, and his need of money to 
carry out these schemes, were con- 
troliing ctrcumstances in leading him 
to throw in our lap the entire Louts- 
lana territory. None of these circum- 
stances were within our procurement 
or knowledge; but who shall say that 
God was not accomplishing his de- 
signs in our behalf amid the turmoil 
and distressing scenes of Santo Do- 
mingo'’s revolt? And how .can it be 
said that there was no Providence in 
the unexpected unyielding and suc- 
cessful fight for continued freedom on 
the part of the negroes Santo Do- 
mingo, or in the fatal pestilence that 
vied with bloody warfare in the de- 
struction of the army of subjugation, 
or in the fever of war and aggression 
which heated the blood of Bonaparte, 
all combining to turn him away from 
the occupation of the Louisiana Terri- 
tary? All these things so remote and 
eo far out of our sight, pointed with 
the coercion that belongs to the de- 
crees of God; to a consummation which 
restored to our people peace and con- 
tentment, and secured to our nation 
extension and development beyond the 
dreams of our fathers. 

Thus we may well recall in these 
surroundings, the wonderful measure 
of prophecy’s fulfillment within the 
span of a short century, the spirit, the 
patriotism, and the civic virtue of 
Americans who lived a hundred years 
ago, and God's overruling of the wrath 
of man and his devious ways, for the 
blessing of our nation. I 

We are all proud of our American 
citizenship. Let us leave this place 
with this feeling stimulated by the 
sentiments born of the occasion. Let 
us appreciate more keenly than ever 
how vitally necessary it is to our 
country’s weal that everyone within 
its citizenship should be clean-minded 
in political aim and aspiration, sin- 
cere and honest in his conception of 
our country’s mission, and aroused to 
higher and more responsive patriotism 
by the reflection that it is a solemn 
thing to belong to a people favored of

FARMERS GETTING TOGETHER IN 
SALT RIVER VALLEY. 


— 


Director Walcott’s Suggestions Be- 
~ ing Atte® Upon—Local Jealousy Mani- 
tested at Florence—Government Off- 
cials Coverty Accused of Being Bribed. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) April 27.—The lo- 

cal association’ in charge of the work 
of preparing for the erection by the 
government of the great Tonto Basin 
water storage dam is progressing well 
toward the unification of the interests 
of the northern side of the Salt Riv- 
er Valley. Director Walcott's utter- 
ances in favor of the plan of organiza- 
tion were 80 plain that many farmers 
who have hesitated hitherto are now 
comnng ‘forward and listing their 
land and signing the papers that give 
the government a lien upon the lands 
to be irrigated till final payment shall 
have been made for the cost of the 
dam. There is opposition still, but it 
is mainiy upon the south side, where 
the owners of the Tempe Canal dare 
considering the advisability of forming 
a separate water users’ association, 
through which to treat with the Sec- 
retary ot the Interior. It is expected, 
however, that these local misunder- 
standings will soon be cleared away 
and that the vailey can give a united 
welcoine to the men who shall come 
to build this greatest of American 
irrigation works. 

It is to be regretted that communal 
jealousy has seized upon Florence, 
whose scheme of irrigation has been 
adjudged to be one that may not prop- 
erly come under the scope of the New- 
lands dct. Mr. Walcott has stated 
that the Tonto Basin dam is one of 
the finest projects of the kind that it 
would be possible to imagine. He has 
also stated that the damsite on the 
Gila, near San Carlos, with its fifty- 
eight-foot distante to bedrock, as 
against twenty-four at Tonto, pre- 
sents serious and costly engineering 
difficulties. Further that the Newlandg 
act could net be fitted to the Gila 
project, because it is contemplated to 
use large part of the water there 
stored upon lands on the Pima and 
Maricopa Indian reservation. Assured- 
ly the Indians could not repay their 
part of the cost of the erection of the 
dam and outsiders could not property 
be charged with such proportion of 
cost. The third itém of objection was 
that the proposed dam would lie within 
the Apache Indian reservation. In re

The incorrect- 
ness of this claim is shown in the 
fact that the Bartlett-Hcard interests, 
owning (000 acres, are leading the ob- 
jectors to the local scheme of organi- 
zation. The stored water may not be 
uppropriated on tracts of over 160 
acres. The average tract in the Sak 
tiver Valley is near eighty acres. 

Col. J. F. Wilson, delegate to Con- 
gress frem Arizona, today stated that 
he would introduce and push in the 
next Congress a bill appropriating $1,- 
000,000 for the construction of a water 
storage dam at an available point on 
the Gila River, primarily for the frrt- 
gation of 25,000 acres of land on thé 
Pima and Maricopa Indian reserva- 
tion. It is probable that more water 
would be stored than could be used b 
the indian agriculturists. In 8 
case, the Interior Department could 
be given the problem of apportionment 
of the surplus to the farmers of the 
fertile though around 
Florence. Col. Wilson states his be- 
lief, as a lawyer fully conversant with 
the situation, that the Newlands get 
may not be used for the benefit of the 
Indians, but has the fullest confidence 
in his ability to secure the passage 
through Congress of the special act 
he has in contemplation. 

Throughout Southern ArigOna the 


plans of the government neers 
contemplate resort to pumping from 
wells, to add to the supply water 


stored, as well as to partially drain 
the lower irrigated districts. Several 
large pumping plants are already i 
successful operation in t Sait River 
Valley. Another is to be installed as 
soon as possible at on the reser- 
vation headquarters of the Pimas and 
Maricopas, to supply the Indian school 
farm with water. It is expected that 
the pumps will have a lift of not over 
twenty feet and that 300 inches of wa- 
ter will be secured with an expendi- 
ture not exceeding $15,000. The farm 
has practically been without water 
since the construction of the Florence 
canal in the early eighties, and the ir- 
rigation of lands still later on the up- 
per Gila left most of the Indian farm- 
ers dependent upon wood cutting and 
hauling. The authorities have put all 


the old Indian canals in excellent 
shape, however, to be ready for use in 
times, such as have wn 


this winter. 

Near the mouth of Salt River, about 
sixteen miles southwest of Phoenix, is 
a considerable settlement of Maricopa 
Indians, who claim to have been de- 
prived of their. water by settlers living 
above them on the stream. A suit in 
the Indians’ behalf, instituted by the 
T’nited States, has just been decided 
by Chief Justice Kent, in Phoenix, 
The decisiOn gives the Indians a pri- 
ority status upon the irrigation of 480 
acres of land and establishes priort- 
tles of holders of 2229 acres im all, te 
whom water is to be distrit by a 
spectal water cimmissioner. e deci- 
sion appears satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. 

Litigation has been begun among 

canals of the Upper Gila Valley, 
in the vicinity of Solomonville, Safford 
and Fort Thomas.. The Central Ca- 
nal Company and the Smithville canal 
sue practically every other canal in 
the vicinity. with the view of deter- 
mination of priorities.

ON AGITATORS. 


— — 
Citizens Favor Driving Them 
From Los eAngeles. 


General Indignation Over Plot of 
Foreign Meddlecs. 


An indignant public, a dosen 
bitter dupes, a frightened gang 
of agitators and contented com- 
pany and employés formed the 


aftermath of the  street-car 
strike fizzle yesterday. 

From many quarters yesterday 
came declarations in favor of 
calling a public indignation 
meeting and organizing to drive 
the union, conspirators against 
industry and peace from Los An- 
geles. 

Harry C. Knox of San Fran- 
cisco, the arch-conspirator who 
narrowly escaped the gallows or 
pen on a murder charge, was 
practically in hiding all day, . 
with a coward’s fear of the an- 
ger of the public and his dupes. 
William 8. Shafer worked very 
quietly for sympathetic strikes. 

The Los Angeles Railway 
Company system was conducted 
without a hitch yesterday. Agi- 
tators approached many of the 
employés, but not a man quit. 
The company will prosecute the 
strikers who stole controller 
handles and pulled men off cars 
by force. If lawlessness is re- 
peated, the company will seek 
an injunction against the union. 


Fiasco as it turned out, the street- 
car trouble which unmasked the gen- 
eral strike conspiracy was the sub- 
ject of discussion everywhere through- 
out the city yesterday. 


Indignation was general. Many 
citizehs urged a public mass-meeting 
and the organization of a Committee 
of Safety. If further outrages are at- 
tempted the police will be asked to 
Grive the agitators from the city as 
dangerous crimina] vagrants. 


Rogers and the Knox-Shafer gang of 
intruders from San Francisco were re- 
viled by citizens generally, and re- 
newal of their plotting will surely ac- 
complish their banishment by an irate 
public. The villainous cowards were 


in hiding yesterday, not daring to make 
one open move against the 

peace. 

The people as a whole resent the en- 
tire proceeding, but they are exceed- 


public 


PUBLIC AROUSED. 
From every direction yesterday were 
heard calls for a public indignation 
meeting—that the populace might place 
its stamp of disapproval on the 
rehensible affair. The present situa- 
tion is regarded serious. The welfare 
of the city ought not to be imperiled 
by any foreign element comprising two 
or three disgrunted and disgraced 
agitators, without responsibility, and 
their <«qually irresponsible dupes. 
As an example of the feeling, one 
old man, almost 80 years of age, pre- 
sented himself at the office of General 
Manager Muir of the Los Angeles 
Railway Company yesterday and or- 
feréd his humble services against the 


| “devilish intruders and their damnable 
tactics.” 

The suggestion gained much 
strength yesterday that a Committee 
of Safety should be appointed, and the 
matter was openly referred to the con- 
sideration of the Merchants’ and Man- 
ufacturers Association. Many people 
are of the opinion that Knox and his 
associates should be ordered to leave 
the city. Their only business here is 
to raise a disturbance that may spo 
the Fiesta and greatly mar the Pres- 
dent's visit; therefore, it is argued, the 
Chief of Police should notify the dis- 
turbers to quit the city without a mo- 
ment’s delay. They constitute as dan- 
gerous an element in the midst of us 
as men avowedly criminal. An ordi- 
nary vagrant is considered harmless; 
yet he is ordered to move on. One la- 
bor leader of the Knox-Shafer stripe 
is worse than a small army of every- 
day riff-raf?.

Hour after heur 
realizing our serious position, I prayed

they would destroy the train. That one 
would imagine, would be the first thing 
to suggest itself to a military com- 
mander under the circumstances, and I 
made the best plans I could to assist 
the train to get through by a desperate 
attack. 

Looking back, it seems incredible, 
but it is the fact that they let that 
train pass through to us without firing 
a shot. ey never tried to stop it in 
any way, though they could easily have 
done so. Why they neglected such an 
obvious stroke I cannot say; I can only 
suppose that somebody biundered or 
failed to execute an order, or that two 
officers each thought the other was go- 
ing to do the obvious thing. 

SUPPLY AT CRISIS. 


Anyhow, we got an ample supply of 
cartridges just at the moment we most 
needed them. How joyfully our men 
unloaded the trucks and passed the am- 
munition down the firing line. Their 
spirits rose in a moment, all their 
hardships were forgotten, their pert!

seemed nothing, and they talked of vic- 
tory as already theirs. 
Encouraged by such a fine spirit on

Unfortunately our medical service 
and hospital arrangements were not 
Very good, as judged by the modern 
Btonderds of European armies—though, 
of course, they were the best we could 
provide.

CASTRO IN FINAL CHARGE. 

I gathered the pick of my troops 
round me, among them most my 
trusty Andino officers—men who had 
been among the sixty who followed my 
fortunes from the first, when they ap- 
peared most desperate—a together 
we charged up the mountain side at 
the main position held by the enemy.

(And some of them be- 
came petty larceny thieves in the 
operation.) But nearly eight hun- 
dred men did not go out—and the 
cars are running. The tall did not 
wag the dog in that instance, by a 
very large majority! 

Therefore let the contented, indus- 
trious and loyal men continue to 
stand fast and refuse to be cajoled 
or driven into giving up good and 
secure positions in order to become 
Let 
the peace-disturbers and wind-ja 
mers be given to understand that 
there is not room for them in Los 
Angeles, and that this city is neither 
Chicago nor San Francisco. 

The 90 per cent. in the world of 
labor have their rights before the law, 
and those rights must be maintained. 
It is their right to be permitted to 
go about their daily task in peace 
and safety. It is their right to de- 
mand protection against the mali- 
cious and wicked elements in the 
trades unions. It is their right to 
work out their own destiny in each 
individual case, with the men whe 
employ them, and in those rights, if 
they will stand fast, the community 
will stand fast with them. For the 
tail shall not wag the dog! 


HOULD BE CONSIDERATE. 

At the present time, when labor 
conditions are so unsettled. in Los 

les, owners of buildings in course 
of ction ot repair should make 
it a principle to be as lenient as pos- 
sible with contractors to whom they 
let contracts for the work. “Taking 
one consideration with another,” the 
contractor's life, in these days of in- 
dustrial tumult, “is not a happy one;” 
far from tt. He may enter into a 
contract in the utmost good faith, 
but a strike is liable at any day to 
be precipitated, making it impossible 
for him to complete the work within 
the exact time specified in the con- 
tract. In cases of this kind the owner 
should be as generous as possible with 
the contractor, releasing him from the 
strict letter of the contract wherever 
this can be done Without inflicting 
serious loss upon himself. 

Among the contemptible practices 
of the professional labor agitator and 
strife-fomenter, that of “cinching” 
contractors is one of the most com- 
mon. The agitator professes to re- 
gard it as entirely legitimate to bring 


about a strike on a job where the 


contractor is under an agreement to 
complete the work within so short a 
time that delays are dangerous. In- 
deed, strikes are generally timed so 
as to “cinch” somebody, Vf possible. 
In the face of such unfair and dis- 
honorable practices, owners should 
make common cause with contractors 
against extortion and injustice, so 
far as practicable, lest the latter should 
be ground beneath “the upper and 
the nether millstone.” 
The present is especially a time for 
forbearance and good-will among 
employers of labor in all lines of in- 
dustry. They should stand together 
for mutual protection, encouragement 
and assistance. To a certain extent 
their interests are identical, and: when 
confronted by organized injustice and 
insolence, the concern of one is the 
concern of all.” The most effective way 
to meet concerted action on the one 
side, is to meet it with concerted action 
on the other side. “Fight the devfl with 
fire” is an old but o’er-true aphorism. 


In the death of Stuart Robson the 
American stage has lost another shin- 
ing star of the first magnitude.

EW LIQUOR ORDINANCE 
FOR SAN PEDRO. 


— — 


CITY FATHERS TAKE STEPS TO 
PASS THE MEASURE. 


Southern Pacific Gets Renewal of a 
Wharf Franchise—Dredger Again 
Damaged— Flagship New York Contin- 
ues Gun Practice—Monster Swordfish. 


SAN PPDRO. April 30 — The City 
Trustees have deemed it advisable to 
adopt more stringent aws, relative to 
the granting of retail liquor licenses, 
and the sale of intoxicants. At their 
last meeting an ordinance was placed 
upon ifs first reading, making it com- 
pulsory that every application for a 
retail liquor lcense be accompanied 
with bond in the sum of $1000, which 
is to be held as a safeguard by the 
city for the enforcement of its laws. 
Should any saloonist violate any of the 
ordinances, or aid in their violation 
his bond will become forfeited and his 
license be subject to revocation. 

‘There is also a clause in the ordi- 
nance, which provides for the prosecu- 
tion of all persons running so-called 
“goctal clubs.” The article defines a 
retail liquor establishment in the fol- 
lowing language: 

“Any place owned by, conducted by, 
or under the contro! of any club, cor- 
poration, society or association, where 
spiritous, vinous, malt or mixed M- 
quors, or any alcoholic or intoxicating 
drinks are sold, served or distributed 
in any manner whatsover, or kept for 
the purpose of sale or distribution, to 
any member or guest of any such club, 
corporation, society or association.” 

The ordinance declares it to be un- 
lawful for any person or persons, act- 
ing either as principal or agent, to let 
any house, room, apartment or 
to any one, whether acting as princi- 
pal or agent, for the purpose of carry- 
ing on the business of selling lquor 
without a license. It also provides 
that any person, firm or corporation, 
who shall sell, furnish or deliver to any 
22 Havors of any kind, where there 

no license, shall be guilty of a mis- 
and punishable according to 
law 


The penalty imposed for the viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of this 
ordinance is a fine of not more than 
$900, three months’ 
the City Jail, or both, at the discretion 
of the court. 

. WHARF CHISE. 

An application the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad and the Southwestern 
Lumber companies, asking for a re- 
newal of a wharf franchise for the 
term of twenty years, has been granted 
by the Trustees. The site of the wharf 
is on the west side of the inner har- 
bor, and extends from h street, 
in a northerly direction, seVeral hun- 
dred feet.
